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It Is Understood That He 
Will Act as Arbitrator, 
BUT NOT AS A GUARANTOR 


REPLY SAID TO HAVE BEEN RE- 
CEIVED IN LONDON. 
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The Revolutionists Giving More 
Trouble to Castro, as the Indica- 
tions of Foreign Invasion Be- 

gin to Disappear. 


LONDON, Dec. 2.—It is understood here 
that President Roosevelt has consented, 
under certain conditions, to act as arbi- 
trator in the Venezuelan case. 

It is said that his reply has been re- 
ceived by the foreign office, but that it 
may not be made public just yet. 

The chief oondition imposed by Mr. 
Roosevelt is understood to be that the 
United States shall not be regarded in any 
sense as a guarantor of the award made 
by the arbitrator. 


ENGLAND WANTS 
ROOSEVELT TO ARBITRATE. 


LONDON, Dec. 24.—The decision of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt respecting Venezuela arbi- 
tration, has been awaited with keen in- 
terest in England. The cogency of the ob- 
jections urged by the leading American 
journals is not denied, but there has been 
a sincere preference for Mr. Roosevelt as 
the arbitrator. The old Tory Morning Post 
proposed the President’s name in advance 
of even the quick-witted German emperor, 
and the suggestion has been received with 
a chorus of acclamation by the English 
press. There are no ulterior motives. This 
English preference is based upon respect 
for the President’s character and recogni- 
tion of his unique fitness for the duties of 
an arbitrator in a case where a guarantee 
for payment of an award is urgently need- 
ed, but may be dispensed with if he con- 
sents to act. The English press is regaining 
its sobriety of judgment respecting Ger- 
many. Mr. Kipling’s outbreak is generaliy 
condemned and the German emperor is be- 
ginning to have something like justice for 
his evident desire to maintain the friendli- 
est possible relations with the United 
States. The British solicitude for the main- 
tenance and preservation of the Monroe 
doctrine seems overwrought when two pow- 
erful European governments have virtually 
recognized it and deliberately nominated 
the American President as arbitrator. 


REVOLUTIONISTS REFER 
CASTRO TO GEN. MATOS. 


WILLEMSTAD, Island of Curacao (By 
boat fro La Guayra), Dec. 23.— The revo- 
lutionists, strengthened by the impossibil- 
ity of the government’s suppressing the 
smuggling of arms and ammunition in the 
country and by the fact that it has no 
longer any fleet at its disposal, have made 
answer to President Castro's proposition 
that they turn their arms against the for- 
eigners who have attacked Venezuela by 
referring him to Gen. Matos, their only 
chief capable of dealing with the matter. 
The rebels have regained courage. The 
government, which signed with them an 
armistice of 10 days which ends tomorrow, 
has 3600 men at Barquisimeto and 2500 near 
Caracas, but all others, who have enrolled 
themselves to fight against the foreigners, 
have retired: 

The revolutionists have planned to march 
on Caracas by three roads; the leaders, 
Ramos, Antonio Guevara, Urbaneta and 
l'enaloza,e with 2500 men, will march via 
Guatre; Antonio Fernandez, Osio and Cres- 


po Torres, with 2500 more, have left Ca- 
managua, and Gen, Rolando, with 2500 


troops, will go from Alta Gracia. Ammu- 
nition is expected to arrive every day near 
Tucacus, 

The situation for President Castro is con- 
sidered to be again perilous: attacked by 
foreigners and his own countrymen, he can 
with difficulty, resist the shocks, as the 
government's rescources have vanished.

CALLING OUT THE MOVES 


HOW CONDEMNED MEN PASS 
TIME’S REMNANT. 


Patrick “Learns From His Wife That 
His Application for a New Trial 
Has Been Made on Lately 
Discovered Evidence. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SING SING N. X., Dec. 24.—The fate of 
Albert T. Patrick, who is now in the death 
house in Sing Sing under sentence of death 
for the murder of William Marsh Rice, the 
multi-millionaire from Texas, by poison, 


will be decided in a short time, as soon as 
Recorder Goff hands down his decision 
upon the motion for qa new trial on the 
grounds of newly discovered evidence. 

The fact that the arguments for a new 
trial on newly discovered evidence were 
concluded was conveyed to Patrick in the 
deathhouse in Sing Sing Thursday after- 
noon, The party who brought him the 
news, for Patrick is not allowed to read 
newspapers, was his faithful wife, whom 
he married in the Tombe a few days be- 
fcre he was taken to Sing Sing. 

She found the condemned man in the 
midst of a game of checkers with another 
prisoner in a cell across the corridor. 


One of the Most 

Devoted Wives. 

Mrs. Patrick—she was his boarding house 
mistress before he married her after his 


conviction of murder—has been one of the 
most devoted wives that ever visited the 
gloomy old prison overlooking the Hudson 
river. Regularly twice a week, 2 or 
shine, the woman has gone to Sing Sins. 
Twice eve week she has stood in front 
of her husband's cell without being ab.e 
to even touch his hand. For the rules of 
the death house are exceedingly strict. No 
visitor, no matter who he or she may be, 
is ever permitted to touch the hand of one 
of the condemned men. Nor is such a 
visitor ever permitted to pass a single ar- 
ticle, no matter how innocent it may be, 
into the man’s cell. Every single word 
that is uttered by the visitor and by the 
condemned man is overheard by the pris- 
on guard, who plants his.chair between 
the iron screen hind which the visitor 
siands and the cell door behind which the 
condemned man receives his guest. 

Patrick is considered one of the model 
prisoners on the deathhouse. Warden 
Johnson and Principal Keeper Connauga- 
con have no trouble with the condemned 
law yer. 

Patrick was overjoyed when he learned 
from his wife that the argument for a 
new trial] had been compleied, and that 
the papers were in th hands of Recorder 
Goff awaiting his decision. 

“I know I will be granted a new trial,“ 
Patrick said to his wife and to the keep- 
ers who are guarding nim night and day, 
“and when I am put on trial again, I know 
that I will be acquitted. I am innocent of 
the crime that I am charged with.“ 

There are six prisoners in the deathhouse 
in Sing Sing, all under sentence of death. 
Patrick is considered the most important 
one. In the first place, he is considered 
important by his feliow-condemned men 
because he is supposed to know all about 
law. Patrick acts as the lega! adviser to 
all the other condemned. If one of the un- 
{crtunates wants to know 2 about 
his case or about the chances he has for 
procuring a new trial, Patrick is prompt- 
ly congulted. His decisions are said to 
have been thus far in every instance in 
favor of granting a new trial. 


The Champion 

Checker Player. 

Not only is Patrick the legal adviser of 
the Ceathhouse, but he is also considered 
the best checker player in that gloomy old 


place. Up to date Patrick holds the cham- 
pionship in checker playing. Wiliam H. 
Ennis, the Brooklyn policeman. who killed 
his wife, is a close second to Patrick in the 
deaih house checker pe ene = contest. 
Patrick loves to play checkers, 

The game of checkers in the deathhouse 
was the invention of Fritz Meyers, who 
killed a liceman. Meyers long since died 
in the electric chair, the same chair that 
Patrick ezpects to escape. 

There are no regular checker boards. 
They are not permitted in the cells of the 
deathhouse. jelither is one 8 per- 
mitted to assoclate with another one. He 
can scarcely see the man who occuples the 
cell directly opposite. Besides there is an 
iron screen in front of each cell, so that all 
that one prisoner can see of another, even 
while the prisoner may be exercising in the 

assageway in the deathhouse that runs 
between the two rows of celis proper, is 
the bare outline of the man. 

Oftimes a prisoner under sentence of 
death will play checkers with his next 
door neighbor. Him he cannot see at all. 
But that makes no difference in the death- 
house, as far as the playing of checcers is 
concerned. The game is carried on all the 
game. And, what is more, nearly every 
other inmate of the gloomy old place fol- 
lows the game while two men are playing 
it just as olosely as though he were one 
of — parties engaged in the game him- 
self. 

No checkerboards being permitted in the 
} deathhouse, the prisoners mark the squares 
on a sheet of stiff paper. For checkers 
they use slips of paper. Each square on 
the paper board is marked and numbered. 
Every inmate of the deathhouse has such 
a paper board. 


How They 
Play Checkers. 


Here is the way Patrick, for instance. 
plays checkers with Ennis: 

Patrick.—Hello, Ennis! Have a game of 
checkers?’ 

Ennis.—I don’t mind, old man. Now look 
out, I a going to beat you this time. 
You beat me the last time, and this time 
Iam going to get even. 

Patrick: All right. But I think this is 
going to be a cold day for Brooklyn. You 
ure too slow across the river. 


Ennis: Never mind, old man. New York 
lawyers ain't the real thing either. Are 
you ready? Yes? Then let her go. 


„Hold on there,“ comes the’cry rom the 
other cells, ‘give us a chance and we will 
follow: you.”’

CAUSE OF FLAMES UNKNOWN 


FIREMEN HAD ONE OF THEIR 
HARDEST FIGHTS. 


Cut Through Glass Areaway in Order 
to Get the Hose to the Flames, 
Which Burned From 11 
O’Clock to 2. 


basement of the Strauss & 
Stumer M ntile Co., northeast corner 
Broadway and St. Charles street, raged 
from 11 o'clock last night until 2 o’clock. 
The St. Louis Fire Department had the 
hardest fight it has had for a long time. 
The smoke was dense, and it was almost 
impossible to reach the northeast corner 
of the basement, where the fire started. 
The damage is roughly estimated at -$93,- 
006. The losers are Strauss & Stumer 
Mercantile Co., $50,000; Morris Herzog, $3° - 
000; Gaier & Stroh Millinery Co., $5000; Pen- 
ny & Gentles $3000; Seibert Goode & Co,, 
$500. The damage to the stock of Penny 
& Gentles and Seibert, Goode & Co was 
caused by smoke. The Ely estate lost $5000 
on the building. 

The bulk of the loss by the fire was on 
the stock of the Strauss & Stumer Mercan- 
tile Co., but it is said to be fully covered 
by insurance. Morris Herzog is owner of 
the cloak department at Strauss & Stum- 
er's. He carried $80,000 insurance. 

Three alarms were turned in, and there 
was plenty of fire-fighting apparatus at 
hand. but the firemen were unable to get 
at tho source of the fire. 

At 11:05 o'clock, when the first firemen 
arrived, they broke the plateglass and 
soon put out the fire on the first floor. 
This was no sooner accomplished than a 
fierce flame burst from the basement. There 
was a glass area way, and the firemen had 
to cut an opening before they could throw 
a stream on the blaze. 

Companies 18 and 23 went into the base- 
ment, but clouds of black stifling smoke 
soon drove them out again. They were 
compelled to run a hose through the base- 
ment windows from the outside. 

Chief Swingley said it was one of the 
hardest fires to control with which his 
department had ever had to deal. The cause 
of the blase is unknown, but it is surmised 
an electric wire may have come in contact 
with inflammable material. Another theory 
is that spontaneous combustion started the 
fire. 

en Meyers of 3100 Franklin avenue dis- 
covered the fire. He was standing at the 
corner of St. Charles street and Broadway 
when he saw a4 blaze burst from the base- 
ment to the first floor. 

It was after 2 o'clock when the last of the 
engines were sent back to the station 
houses.

FOREIGN SET SNUBBED HIM 


ALL BECAUSE HIS NIECES HAD 
NO CHAPERONS. 


Now Entire Foreign Diplomatic Force, 
Except Him, Will Probably Be 
Recalled After War Clouds 
Are Cleared Away. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—Minister Bow- 
en, at Caracas, for many months has been 
the center of a social contest, details of 
which have reached here in private cor- 
respondence. 

Mr. Bowen had his two young nieces, the 
Misses Bowen of Rhode Island, as the chat- 
telaines of his embassy. 

This attracted some comment from the 
dames of the grand world of the little 
Venezuelan capital. 

They did not approve of young girls liv- 
ing in their uncle’s house without a chap- 
eron, and when a friend of the young wom- 
en, Miss Glegg of Texas, came to Caracas 
to visit the Misses Bowen at the American 
legation the virtuous indignation of the 
foreigners boiled over.

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NEGROES SAY DRUG HELPS THEM 
IN HARD TOIL. 


ADDS TO THEIR STRENGTH 


But in a Short Time It Wrecks Their 
Minds and Fills Southern In- 
sane Asylums. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. %.—It has been 
learned that cocaine as well as whisky was 
peddied by the whisky pirate ship Hazel, 
whose skipper, Capt. Hull, was recently 
arrested on the Mississippi river, charged 
with shooting the sheriff and other citizens 
of Chicot County, Ark. 

In his defense Hull explains that he did 
not ¢ntroduce cocaine among the negroes 
of the Yazoo Delta, but merely did what 
a. great many planters are doing—supplied 
the demand for it. 

The cocaine habit began among the ne- 
gro roustabouts of New Orleans, who found 
that the drug enabled them to perform 
more easily the extraordinarily severe work 
of loading and unloading steamboats, at 
which, perhaps for 70 hours at a stretch, 


they have to work, without 9 * rest, 
in rain, in cold and in heat. pay is 
high. $150 a month, but the aie im- 


possible wine a stimulant. 

Whisky, hile protecting t the negro 
against the — and cold, did no ve him 
the endurance against fatigue rd at was 
needed. Cocaine proved to be the very 
stimulant reyuired. 

Under its influence the strength and 
vigor of the laborer is temporarily in- 
creased, and he becomes impervious to the 
extremes of heat and cold. But cocaine 
is filling the insane asylums with wrecks. 

From the roustabouts the cocaine habit 
spread to the levee camps along the Mis- 
sissippi, where the work is hard, and the 
conditions of life and work unfavorable, 
Finally it reached the plantation hand and 
a: it got the same foothold. 

While the work on the cotton plantation 
is not so hard as levee building or loading 
steamboats, still at the cotton —s sea- 
son it calls for extraordinarily long hours, 
As there is never enough labor to pick all 
the cotton it is to the interest of the plant- 
ers to have the negroes work as much ex- 
tra time as possible. 

The planters thereforkt hold out every 
encouragement to the negro hands to put 
in a big day’s work. e negroes found 
that the drug enabled them to work longer 
one make more money, and so they took 
O it. 

Its use has grown steadily. On many 
of the Yazoo plantations this year the ne- 
groes refused to work unless they could 
be assured that there was some place in 


the neighborhood where they could get 
cocaine, and one ~~ planter is reported 
to keep the drug in stock among the 


plantation supplies and to issue regular 
rations of cocaine, just as he was accus- 
tomed in the past to issue rations of 
whisky. 
Cocaine has not been in use on the river 
has done long enough to do the harm it 
as done in New Orleans, but the problem 
is looming up as an important one. In 
the meanwhile the efforts to prevent the 
spread of the cocaine habit in New Or- 
elans and other southern cities have been 
quite successful. It has been found im- 
possible to cure the cocaine fiends who are 
fast drifting to the insane asylums, killing 
themselves or being killed, but it has been 
found possible to stop the future sale of 
cocaine in the drug stores and to keep the 
younger negroes from taking up the habit.
